Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the taps included in the 
delay line, the first demodulator for demodulating one of the LI and L2 signals with a 
non-delayed version of the known code, a second demodulator selectably connectable to 
any one of the taps of the delay line for the modulating the other of LI and L2 signals 
with a delay version of the replica of the known code, a switch for selectably switching 
the other of the received LI and L2 signals and the one LI and L2 signals, as recited in 
claims 8 and 16, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 
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The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). The 
specification needs to be amended to provide support for the limitations of: the first 
demodulator for demodulating one of the LI and L2 signals with a the single replica of 
the known code with out any substantial delay; a second demodulator selectably 
connectable to any one of the taps of the delay line for the demodulating the other of 
LI and L2 signals with a delay replica of the known code, a switch for selectably 
switching the other of the received LI and L2 signals and the one LI and L2 signals, 
for demodulating by the first and second demodulators, as recited in claims 8 and 16. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under 
Ex parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8 and 16-19 are allowed. 



Response to argument 
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3. In the communication filed on 12/23/02, applicant stated that the first 

demodulator and the second demodulator are elements 317 and 327 of fig. 6, 
respectively. However, as shown in fig. 6, both elements 317 and 327 are set to receive a 
delay version of the locally generated code. It is further stated that elements 312 and 322 
correspond to the claimed switch to Switch LI and L2. However it is noted that each of 
the switches 312 and 322 only switches signals IQ0-IQ7. There is no embodiment 
showing claim limitations, as recited in claims 8 and 16.
